The following little thought on buying applies to Upland 
just the same as it does to the town mentioned: 


(FROM CHINO CHAMPION): It is a peculiar idea some folks have that it 
is cheaper to buy somewhere else. Why, I know people right here in Chino, 
earning Chino money, employed by Chino people, who spend nearly every 
time they can in some other community. They even go elsewhere to buy 
groceries when we have stores here selling at the same price and in some 
instances less. 


We recognize that in certain lines of goods one must go to some larger place, 
because, for the most part, these articles are not stocked by the local mer- 
chants. We recommend then that one of our larger nearby neighbors he vis- 
ited but not until every local source of supply has been sought. I was 
amused the other day when a friend of ours told of making a purchase in 
another city and returned to Chino to discover that the same article could 
have been purchased cheaper at home. She admitted that she didn’t think 
the article was sold here and so spent time, gasoline, wear and tear on her 
car and more money to buy what she wanted out of town. 


I often wonder how many people realize just how much they contribute to 
the dissolution of their community when they trade elsewhere themselves. 
Loss of trade by home town merchants means ultimate bankruptcy. Bank- 
ruptcy induces a breakdown of confidence in others a: as business goes, 
so goes property values. I am wondering what property would be worth in 
Chino if everyone here traded some place else and Chino stores went broke.
